Briand, after a conference’ with 
President Gaston Doumergue at the 
Elysees palace, announced that he 
expected to have the new cabinet con- 
stituted by Monday afternoon. 

He said that the important work 
at the forthcoming international con- 
ference at The Hague must be car- 
ried on “along the lines laid down 
by the chieftain’—Poincare. 

And he indicated that he had been 
able to overcome the arrogant demands 
of radicals and radical-socialists as 
a price for their support and that 


| the new cabinet will be much the same 
/as the Poincare cabinet, which was 


forced to resign. because of Poincare’s 


| illness. 


Andre Tardieu, Poincare’s minister 
of interior, told the United News that 
Briand plans to retain virtually the 
entire old cabinet but will create two 
new ministries of state as a gesture 
of recognition of the radicals.

Parker Dies Instantly 
When Hurled Down 50-

East Point, Ga., July 28.—(Spe- 
cial.) —East Voint Motorcycle Ofticer 
J. P. “Jack” Parker was almost in- 
stantly killed late today on Chatta- 
hoochee avenue when he was knocked 
off his machine and hurled down a 50- 
foot embankment by a speeding auto- 
mobile he and his partner, Elbert B. 


Andrews, were chasing, Andrews said. 

The automobile which Officer An- 
drews said they chased for more than 
a mile before the driver crashed his 
left front fender into Parker's motor- 
cycke. as the latter attempted to halt 
him, sped on after the accident and 
had not been located late tonight. 

Marvin Ross, negro, was riding as 
passenger on the Parker machine and 
sustained only minor cuts and bruises. 

Andrews said he and his partner 
were crossing Chattahoochee avenue 
on Chaney street, when a sedan driv- 
en by a young man in a green shirt 
and occupied also by a pretty blonde 
crossed in front of them at a high 
rate of speed. They set out in pur- 
suit of the car and about a mile fur- 
ther, Parker drew alongside the ma- 
chine and motioned for it to halt, 
Andrews said. 

The driver swerved his car sharply 
to the left, crashing his left front 
fender against the Parker motorcycle 
and hurling Parker through the air 
and down the embankment, where his 
head was crushed by a rock, the of- 
ficer reported.

Facing three of the major tax meas- 
‘ures presented at this session of the 
legislature, members of-that body will 
return to Atlanta Monday prepared to 
work overtime during the remainder 
of the meeting of the general assembly 
to clear from the calendars these. far- 
reaching bills. It is expected that the 
house, at its Monday session, will 
adopt a suggestion that the body hold 
both morning and afternoon sessions 
during the n-xt two or three weeks. 
The first item to be considered in 
the house Monday is a bill by Repre- 
sentative Beaton, of Ware, providing 
for the distribution of free text books 
under certain stipulated conditions. It 


is not believed that much time will 
be required for the disposition of this 
bill, one-way or the other and it is 
the hope of the house leaders that 
work can be started Monday or early 
Tuesday on the Key gross income tax 
bill, the first of the major bills to be 
presentéd in the house. 

The Key bill is one of the favorites 
of house leaders as. an emergency

| by unanimous vote. It provides a two-

IN HOUR BATTLE 


TORESTORE ORDER 


Inmates Seize Arsenal 
and Barricade Selves for 
Fight to Finish; Four 
Guards Wounded. 


STATE TROOPERS 
RUSH TO SCENE 


At Midnight Desperate 
Felons Were Still Hold- 
ing Out; Women’s Pris- 
on Also in Uproar. 


Auburn, N. Y., July 28.—(#)—Fol- 
lowing the example set by their fel- 
low-convicts at Clinton prison, Dan- 
nemora, last Monday, more than 1,700 
inmates of the Auburn state prison 
battled for more than five hours to- 
day, using rifles, pistols and fire in 
a desperate attempt to gain their 
freedom. 

When guards and convicts alike 


drew back to reorganize their forces 
after the bitter fighting of the first 
five hours, the results of the attempt- 
ed prison break were. 

Two convicts killed. 

Four guards shot, one seriously. 

Eight convicts believed to have es- 
caped. 

Approximately 40 convicts  en- 
trenched in the prison clothing shop, 
armed with rifles and three machine 
guns. 

A fire loss of approximately $250,- 


», 

It was believed that some of the fiere- 
est fighting was yet in store for the 
guards, reinforced by state troopers, 
when they should attempt to disledge 
the convicts who had taken sheiter 
in the clothing shop. 


Second Break in Week. 


While the riot was by no means 
at an end, Warden Edgar S. Jennings 
reported that after five hours the sit- 
uation was believed to be in hand. 
Of the main body of rioting convicts, 
the majority had been herded into the 
north cell block, the roof of the south 
block having been destroyed by fire. 
There remained before the harassed 
guards the problem of routing the 
convicts entrenched in the clothing 
shop;, the hunting down of isolated 
groups in various sections of the 
prison enclosure and the check-up te 
determine the exact number of those 
who had escaped during the turmoil. 

Last Monday more than 1 con- 
victs in Clinton prison Dannemora, 
led by a group of “lifers” and others 
serving long terms, made a fierce and 
eoncerted attack on the prison walls. 
When they were driven back by shot- 
gun fire, the baffled convicts rioted 
for more than five hours before they 
were forced back into their cells. 

Official reports had no sooner ear- 
ried the news of the attempted prison 
break to the officers of the other 
state prisons than the “grapevine 


telegraph,’ that mysterious means of 


communication known only to-the un- 
derworld, had conveyed the report of 


the affair at Dannemora to the con- 


victs in other prisons, 
Capture Prison Arsenal. 
Wardens summoned their guards 
and took every precaution to prevent 
similar occurrences in the prisons un-

1,700 CONVICTS BURN 
NEW YORK PRISON 


Continued from First Page. 


der their control. Guards were cau- 
tioned to be constantly on: the alert. 
Dangerous prisoners were closely 
watched. 

This quiet up-state eity was aroused 
by a muffled pistol shot from the 
prison yard, followed after a_ brie 
interval by more pistel shots and the 
heavier reports of rifles. In the first 
mad rush the convicts captured the 
prison arsenal and whereas the Clin- 
ton prison rioters had been armed only 
with crude weapons fashioned from 
carpenters’ tools, the convicts here 
were sufficiently equipped to stage a 
real battle in the prison yard. 

Shortly after 2 p. m. a trusty strol- 
led toward Merle Osborne, the guard 
who carried the keys to various prison 
departments. <A few feet from the 
guard the trusty whipped out a pis- 
tol and shot Osborne, snatching the 
prison keys as he fell. 

Convicts who lolled about the prison 
yard in the attitude of relaxation 
characteristic of Sunday afternoon, 
leaped to their feet and joined in the 
dash, first for the prison arsenal, and | 
then for the gates. Every rifle, pis- 
tol and shot-gun in the arsenal was 
snatched by frenzied hands. Four 
machine guns also were seized, but one 
of these was found later in the yard, 
smashed beyond use by unexperienced 
hands. 


Escape In Automobiles. 


At least 40 convicts reached the 
main gates and swarmed through 
Four escaped in two automobiles park4 
ed outside the prison. The criminal 
complex asserted itself in the minds 
of the remainder. They were well 
armed and in a position to wipe out 
the guards, they thought, so they re- 
turned to the-prison yard to organize 
their forces and effect a general de- 
livery of the prisoners. 

The guards seized their opportunity, 
the gates were slammed shut and the 
emergency bolts shot. Extra guards 
sprang to their posts and the convicts 
found themselves penned in the prison 
yard with doubled guards rapidly fill- 
ing the walls. 

The defeated hope for liberty turned 
to a mad desire to riot. Buildings 
were fired and the convicts sought to 
go over the walls in the dense smoke 
a which issued from the burning 
buildings. Spirited fire, however, 
turned them back and they raged 
through the yard smashing everything 
on which they could lay hands. 

Meanwhile, the prison siren wailed 
forth its note of warning, a message 
which was relayed quickly to the bar- 
racks of the state troopers at Oneida 
and Pulaski, from whence at least 50 
troopers were rushed to. the prison to 
reinforce the guards. All local police 
were hurried to the gates to stand} 
guard outside in case the convicts ef- 
fected an escape. 

Sympathizers Cut Hose. 

A firm alarm was turned in and 
fire apparatus was dispatched from 
Syracuse to aid the local department 
in extinguishing the blazing buildings 
in the prison yard. Finding it. diffi- 
cult to reach the fires with streams 
of water thrown over the walls, a lo- 
cal fire engine rammed the high stone 
wall of the prison in an attempt to 
break away through to the flaze. It 
failed and was. ignited in the at- 
tempt, burning just outside the wall. 

As fast as the lines were strung 
through the streets, confederates and 
sympathizers of the convicts cut them 
m several places, rendering them use- 
less. The local unit of the New 
York national guard was turned out 
and joined with the local police in 
patrolling the streets, with special 
attention to the hose lines of the bat- 


tling firemen. 

After the outbreak the prison siren 
summoned almost everyone in the city, 
but many who responded milled about | 
the gates and outside the walls, add- | 
ing to the confusion and hampering 
the work of the firemen. National 
guardsmen drove them back and kept 
the streets cleared for the rapid action 
that might be expected in Case anh- 
other concerted rush was made by the 
armed convicts. 

Shortly before 9 p. 
the convicts sauntered over to their 
cells. Of those who remained in the 
yard, about half-attempted to assume

Volga from Mishni on the _ soviet 
steamer “Akavemik Tomiryazev,” the 
unofficial American delegation to Rus- 
sia arrived here today and was greet- 
ed enthusiastically by local officials 
and townsfolk.

CREDITIN SOUTHEAST 
BETTER THAN IN 1928 


Ravages of Fly and Bank 
Collapses Fail To Hurt 


Business. 


New York, July 28.—(4)—The Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men to- 
day announced that a special sur- 
vey of trade and credit in the south- 
east disclosed conditions generally im- 
proved over last year, despite the 
fruit fly quarantine, bank failures in 
Florida and strikes in other south- 
ern states. 

The survey covered the states of 
North Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Georgia and Florida, and 57¢ per cent 
of the manufacturers and wholesalers 
reporting indicated a larger volume of 
sales in the first half of 1929 than 
in the same period last year. 

Improved sales and collections were 
expected by 60 per cent of the man- 
ufacturers and wholesalers for the 
remainder of the year, 35 per cent ex- 
pected no change, and 5 per cent ex- 
pected less favorable conditions. 

Regarding bank failures in Florida, 
Dr. Stephen I. Miller, executive ‘man- 
ager of the association, said: “There 
seems to be a general inclination to 
charge all these failures to the fruit 
fly quarantine, but it seems reason- 
able to believe that the quarantine 
was not entirely responsible.” There 
have probably been too many banks 
in Florida, as there has been a move- 
ment “in the direction of fewer and 
better banks, not only in Florida but 
in most of the other states,” he 
added.

The Famous Bleriot Flight. 

Saturday was the twentieth anni- 
versary of the monoplane flight of 
Louis Bleriot across the English chan- 
nel from the French shore to Dover 
on the chalk and gravel cliffs of Eng- 
land. , 

I was preaching in London at that 
time. On the morning of that 27th 
of June, 1909, I was. in the of- 
fice of the Chicago News on Trafalgar 
Square when a wire “flash” came from 
Dover that Bleriot had actually flown 
across from France and landed near 
to that town. The newspapermen, 
American and city, rushed to the rail- 
way station, caught a special train 
and hurried to Dover to see the won- 
derful airplane and the man who had 
ridden it over the,treacherous chan- 
nel, 

We found them surrounded by cur- 
ious mobs of people. Bleriot was mer- 
curially nervous, but obligingly re- 
counted his experiences. Harry Self- 
ridge, of Chicago, who had just opened 
in London his replica of the great 
Marshall Field stores, was in our par- 
ty. He at once, with the enterprise 
of American advertising genius, engag- 
ed Bleriot and his machine to go on 
exhibition in his store and there for 
weeks the London crowds packed the 
emporium every minute it was open. 
Thus Selfridge pulled the greatest. and 
most profitable advertising stunt ever 
known in Europe, and all London dis- 
covered “Selfridge’s” and saw the mar- 
vels of his American merchandising 
methods. 

Anyhow it is a rich memory to me 
that I saw the first man and plane

bitious young people cannot be 
commodated. 

Many of the most successful young 
farmers of this section of Georgia are 
eraduates of this school, and the im- 
proved methods they employ is having 
much to do with the advancement of 
agriculture. 

I can conceive of no greater con- 
tribution to the state’s betterment and 
advancement than is represented in 
the 642 graduates the Fifth District 
sehool has sent out during the past 


20 years. 
Products raised on the school farm 
dufing the past- year amounted to 
$17,346.87. The herds of purebred 
Jersey cows, Duroc Jersey hogs and 
the flock of 1,000 chickens are the 
admiration of all who see them. It 
will be understood that all the work 
on the farm, in the dairy, with the 
stock, and elsewhere is done by the 
students: $1,200 worth of registered 
cows and hogs were sold during one 
month the past spring. os 

The district school fills a distinc- 
tive field because it affords opportu- 
nities to many boys and girls who 
otherwise would be denied the bene- 
fits of education. 

This is the elass of young people 
who find the door of opportunity open 
at the distric schools and who should 
receive every possible encouragement.

You affirm that “they do little to 
educate farmers, etc.”’ In reply to this 
assertion J wish to state that this is 
not true of the Fifth District A. & M. 
school, located at Monroe. Having 
been a member of the faculty for two 
years, 1918-20, and since then inti- 
mately acquainted with the work and 
management of the school, I can assert 
that no school could offer to farmers 
more practical and valuable training 
for their sons and danghters than the 
Fifth District A. & M. school, For 
boys, farm training is taught by expert 
teachers, graduates of colleges, and 
the boys do the farm work. There is 
no hired labor in any department of 
the school. Besides farming the boys 
are taught carpentry, brick-laying, 
dairying, fruit culture and other prac- 
tical subjects. ey 

Similar practical training is given 
to girls in every line of woman’s work, 
cooking, sewing, embroidery, ete. The 
people of Georgia have shown their 
appreciation of the management of 
the Fifth District A. & M, by sending 
yearly nearly 300 boys and girls to 
enjoy its many advantages, a large 
number from Atlanta itself. The only 
defect has been that there has never 
been room for the attendants, and 
renting neighboring cottages and tents 
have been necessary.

HUGE TEXTILE STRIKE. 
THREATENS ENGLAND 


Manchester, Engiand, July 28.—(P) 
The first stoppage on a large scale of 
the Lancashire cotton industry in 
many years will start tomorrow when 
250,000 weavers and probably an equal 
number of spinners will refuse to 
enter the mills. The weavers have 
flatly rejected the employers’ ultima- 
tum of a reduction of 13 1-2 per cent 
in wages, 

Since the employers issued their 
notices nearly three weeks ago, with 
a time limit that expired yesterday, 
of intention to enforce this reduction 
in wages the ministry of labor has 


made persistent efforts, without suc- 
cess, to settle the dispute. 

With much difficulty joint meetings 
of representatives of both sides were 
held and various compromises _pro- 
posed. The last of these came from 
the spinning section and was that the 
employers should postpone the wage 
cut another week to enable the spin- 
ners to ballot again as to whether 
| they should agree to discuss some re- 
duction although not to the extent 
sought by the employers. 

Weavers Refuse. 

The weaving section throughout re- 
fused to discuss any reduction what- 
ever. In the end both sides proved 
obdurate and tonight it was announced 
that stoppage of the industry was un- 
preventable. 

Should the stoppage continue any 
considerable length of time, it must 
have a disastrous effect not only on 
the whole industrial trading life of 
Lancashire but also on many depen- 
dent industries outside Lancashire. 

The cotton trade this year has been 
in worse condition than for two years 
past, and has been in a depressed 
state for seven years. Exports of 
piece goods for the first half of 1929, 
according -to board of trade returns, 
were roughly 1,500,000 pounds sterling 
less than in the same peirod of 1928. 
The Lancashire trade is meeting fierc- 
er competition than ever in Japan 
and India and is only just able to 
hold its own in China. 

Customers Hold Off. 


Then during the past two months 
while the present dispute was growing 
customers have been holding off plac- 
ing any more than minimum orders as 
they expected lower wages would en- 
able them to buy at cheaper rates. 

The present wage agreement in the 
cotton trade has not changed since it 
was fixed in 1922. The employers 
argue for reduetion and that it is only 
by reducing costs that foreign compe- 
tition can be met. 

They point out that the total looms 
in the country is 8 per cent less than 
before the World War and the pro- 
ducing eapacity of these looms has 
been further reduced 13 per cent 
through reduction in working hours. 

On the workers’ side it is contend- 
ed that lowering wages would not 
remedy the depression which is said 
to be due mainly to failure of the 
Lancashire industry to adapt itself to 
new conditions of the world trade 
brought about by the war and also 
to reckless over-capitalization of mills 
in the boom period following the ar-

New York, July 29.—Talking to a 
convention of bankers, Benjamin An- 
derson, Jr., well-known economist of 
the Chase National, has just pointed 
out that speculation in our stock 
market in two different ways is throw- 
ing a monkey-wrench into the money 
market in this country and elsewhere.

SALES FALL BELOW 
FULL PRODUCTION 


Hunter Manufacturing & Commis- 
sion Co., New York, says: 

Sales this week have been a little 
below full production, which is due 
principally to easier cotton, but on 
the other hand the market has re- 
mained remarkably firm with quite a 


few advances in prices on grey goods, 
ranging from 1-Se to 1-4c per yard. 
One of the most important features 


| has been the demand for nearby mer- 


chandise. We feel that. the outlook 
is for a fairly large volume and with 
a little better balancing of production 
and consumption, which we believe is 
actually taking place, prices should 
gradually work to where there will 
be better margins between cotton and 


| goods. 


Print cloths have not been quite so 
active as last week; at the same time 
prices have been holding firm. The 
large printers report an improvement 
in- the ‘demand although their pur- 
chases have not been a factor this 
week, One important bleached goods 
house advanced prices 1-Se per yard. 
On sheetings there has been a better 
demand from thé bag trade and prices 
have advanced 1-Se to 1-4c per yard 
from the low point. There has also 
been a better demand for drills with 
some improvement in prices. Our 
sales on wide goods have been most 
encouraging and orders booked have 
been well in excess of full production, 
the business covering constructions 
used by the automobile and specialty 
trades. 

On fine goods there has been bet- 
ter inquiry, and the volume of busi- 
ness booked has been better than for 


style demand, but 

approaching when this 

step’ will be necessary so that we look 

for continued increased purchases on 

fine goods, including silk and cottons, 

rayon and cottons, etc. Broadcloths 

are firm and there has also been some 
inquiry on shirtings. 

While our sales in the colored goods 
division have not covered full produc- 
tion, they have been more representa- 
tive of the entire Jine than has been 
true during the past several weeks. 
Staple ginghams, plaids, flannels, hick- 
ories, stripes and export fabrics moved 
in fair quantities. We have also not- 
ed considerdble increase in the de-: 
mand for branded goods used by the 
jobbers. There seems to be a good 
deal more confidence in towel values 
for fall and our sales during the week 
have been quite satisfactory. The out- 
standing feature being that goods have 
been wanted for prompt shipment with 
many requests that orders be wired.

AMERICAN BOTTONS. 
CARRY ONLY A THIRD 


Exports, Howev er, Show 
Tendency To Use U. S. 
Vessels. 


Washington, -July 28.—(/)—Al- 
though American ships carried but 
one-third of America’s export cargoes 
during the year 1928 and -28 per 
cent of American passengers, the year 
marked a continued increase in favor 
of American ships which lifted the 
average for the past 10 years to 36 


per cent as compared to only slightly | 


more than 10 per cent for the decade 
ending in 1914. 

A comprehensive study of American 
foreign trade and shipping just com- 
pleted by the shipping board’s bureau 
of research revealed that 1,750,000 
Americans and 100,000,000 tons of 
cargo from fhis country, valued at 
nearly $8,000,000,000, were carried 
abroad during the past year. 

In this trade a total of 5,100 ships, 
aggregating 23,000,000 gross tons, and 
flying the flags of 28 countries, par- 
ticipated, deriving from combined pas- 
senger and freight revenues approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000. 

The shipping board report pointed 
out that the 36 per cent ten-year aver- 
age for American ships represented 
value of cargo. 

While America’s share of the cargo- 
carrying increased about 26 per cent, 
the report pointed out, its value rose 
from an annual average of $300,000.- 
000 for the decade ending 1924, to 
an average of $2,600,000,000 a year 
for the past ten years. an increase 
in value of more than 700 per cent.

Appeals have been made by the com- 
pany to their striking employes to re- 
turn to work on an open shop basis 
but union leaders’ claimed there had 
only been a few breaks in their ranks, 
Wives of strikers paraded the streets 
today bearing banners urging support 
for the union.

Shortly after the Geneva parley 
naval officers of the American delega- 
tion appeared before the house naval 
committee and described the 10,000- 
ton cruisers as debonaire salesmen and 
two-fisted fighters. They said this 
type of ship, with its trim lines and 
neat appearance, gave prestige to the | 
American flag in distant ports, and 
that it also was able to render a good 
account of itself in battle. 

Eighteen Snips Necessary. 

Their testimony was to the effect 
that approximately 18 ships of this 
class were necessary to protect Ameri- 
ean trade lanes and also assist the 
battelship divisions .of the United 
States fleet in rendering maximum ef- 
ficiency, 

Regarding the conclusion that the 
three postponed 10,000-tonners will be 
built, the naval experts point to Pres- 
ident Hoover’s statement that he be- 
lieved any limitation of construction 
probably would occur in the latter 
years of the building program.
